he press has an interesting way 
of filling its pages with crapola 
in the strange belief we actually 

eare. A daily newspaper in our 
very city recently insisted on foist- 
ing upon us the boring and banal 
intimacies of Brent, Maitson’s 
drinking problem.

That 
is dangerous in the extreme, albeit 
not without precedent.

If I don’t agree with the religion 
or the politics of a dance troupe 
can I people from seeing them? 

I do have a right — even an 
obligation — to loudly speak out 
against the values these artists are 
espousing and to boycott their per- 
formances.

AIDS centre's closing

residential home for women 
with HIV and their families is 
closing because of funding 

shortages. 

Kairos Il, a facility operated by 
Catholic Social Services since 
1995, is closing its doors and trying 
to find homes for the five occu- 
pants now living there. 

The agency has paid damage 
deposits for one family that has 
moved out and allowed them to 
take furniture from the suite with 
them. 

Mare Barylo, a Catholic Social 
Services vice president, says the 
home is closing because it lost 
$80,000 in funding from the 
Alberta department of family and 
social services. The home ran on 
an annual budget of $140,000 pro- 
vided by the province and the CSS 
Sign of Hope campaign. 

But responsibility for funding 
Kairos II was transferred to the 
regional health authority. The 
Capital Health Authority told CSS 
it could not fund Kairos II because 
the centre offers social rather than 
medical programs. The CHA con- 
tinues, however, to help fund 
Kairos I, an AIDS hospice for men 
that CSS also operates. 

“We are not knocking (the 
CHA). That's just essentially where 
it is. But we are not giving up on 
this thing either. We are continu- 
ing searching for funding,” Barylo 
said. 

One former Kairos II resident is 
upset the facility is closing. 
Brenda, an HIV-positive mother of 
a five-year-old son, who lived at 
Kairos II for about five months last

year, says the closure is bad news 
for AIDS patients who need help. 

“They are going to be out in the 
street and get back into prostitu- 
tion or something and it isn’t stop- 
ping the spread of AIDS,” said 
Brenda. “What's going to happen 
to these people and what is going 
to happen to their children?” 

The centre was established in 
1995 to provide support to women 
with HIV, the virus believed to 
cause AIDS. The centre offered 
counselling and other assistance to 
families who lived in the self-con- 
tained apartments. 

Brenda says she appreciated the 
support that was available to her 
at the home but felt she was 
healthy enough to get by in a home 
of her own. However, she recog- 
nizes the need for such housing. 

“The closure of the place is real- 
ly sad. There are people who need 
that environment. It is really sad 
because it is a great place for peo- 
ple who are sick,” she said. 

“It’s like a kick in the butt, a 
‘sorry, but you have to go now.’ 
And where are these people going 
to go? Where are they going to find 
that kind of support? In the future 
there is going to be a greater need 
and for these people who don’t 
have a place to go and they end up 
at a place like Kairos I, it is great.” 

Sandra Maygard, head of the 
AIDS Network of Edmonton, says

she sees an even greater need for a 


facility such as Kairos II for tran- 
sient women. Mothers who are 
HIV-positive but have strong social 


support and stable surroundings 
are less likely to move into such 
centres, she says. 

“If your health is deteriorating . 

. a couple of months or years 
down the road your kids are going 
to be massively uprooted all over 
again. The last thing in the world 
they want to do is uproot their 
children,” Maygard said. 

On the other hand, Maygard 
says, demand for services is in 
creasing among women living in 
poverty in the inner-city. 

“They're homeless; they have a 
history of being in the corrections 
system. They are using or have a 
history of drug use; they may be 
moving into and out of use and 
Kairos II was never set up for 
those kinds of women, and that is 
where the need is.” 

Barylo is the first to agree — at 
least on the point that more people 
are in need of service. 

Former Kairos II residents are 
receiving counselling assistance 
that was provided to them in the 
centre. He hopes the centre can re- 
emerge because the sad truth is, 
care for AIDS patients is a growth 
industry. 

“It is a growing need of women 
and families, and the number of 
young people now contracting HIV 
is significant,” he said. 

“They need services and if we 
don’t start putting programs in 
place now, those people are going 
to be up the creek without a pad-

But the execution of the theme 
is so varied that the show lacks 
strength.

McCormack’s novel is wild and wonderful but lacks resolution

or the better part of a decade, novelist Eric 

McCormack has entertained and shocked 

his readers. His short stories and novels are 
beautifully written in a style that is both spare 
and extremely rich. There are unpleasant sur- 
prises and sudden revelations. The author is in 
command of his words.

McCormack was born in 
Scotland but has lived in 
Canada since the mid- 
1960s. He teaches English 
at the University of 
Waterloo in Ontario. 

His latest novel takes its windy title from 

the 16th century book of the same name by 
the founder of the Church of Scotland. It was 
in 1558 that the Presbyterian preacher John 
Knox published his diatribe against placing 
women on the throne. 
—Up to the mid-1600s it was possible for a 
scholar to have read everything that had ever 
been written. And, as McCormack pointed out 
in a recent interview, those works often 
expressed a hatred of women. McCormack 
refers to it as “a long tradition of misogyny.” 

When asked, he acknowledges he could be 
described as a feminist. Certainly, while they 
have only supporting roles, women are the 








strongest characters in this novel 

The power of invention is a rare thing and 
McCormack has tonnes of it. He draws from 
his dreams, often detailed and strange, when 
he writes. Readers of his earlier works wil! 
recognize a return to the image of body parts 
hidden inside the flesh of the living 

First Blast of the Trumpet opens with a 
retelling of the main character's birth. Over 
the course of the story that follows, Andrew 
Halfnight will be orphaned at a young age and, 
as an adult, emigrate to Canada 
where he will begin to go mad 
In between, the book offers a 
delight of ideas and circum- 
stance. 

On the Island of St. Jude, the 
boy takes up life with his aunt 
and soon-to-be-murdered uncle 
When the island is destroyed in 
a tidal wave, he is sent back to 


(Viking) Europe where he is raised with- 


By Eric McCormack in the strict confines of the 


House of Mercy, an orphanage 
run by an eccentric order of nuns. 

But there is perhaps too much happening in 
this slim novel. It’s as if McCormack has two 
strengths — a powerful imagination and the 
ability to create suspense. 

The common themes throughout the novel 
— of Utopia in oneself, of women as put-upon 
and historically defamed — are threaded 
through the rich pictures he creates. What is 
missing is a sense of resolution. 

McCormack is an unassuming man. His 
ordinariness in person goes against what the 
reader of his fantastic stories would expect. 
He says he loved his mother and his childhood 
was a happy one. And one believes him.

es, folks, it’s clone season again. Bodysurfing on 
Vir. heroin wave, Gridlock’d is the new junkie 
movie now splashing up on shore in video stores 
(it didn’t play any Edmonton theatres). But this film 
was made in Hollywood and the Hollywood view of 
self-destruction differs radically from that of the 
British film industry, which spawned Trainspotting. 
Still, just because Gridlock’d is about heroin — and 
has its toilet scene, shooting up sequence and foot 
chase choreographed to a solid soundtrack — doesn’t 
make it the same movie. This is the all-American take 
on the subject, with nastier dealers, bloodier pay- 
backs, more sinuous women and a moral tale to tell. 
Sitting in the Beverly Hills Four Seasons, screen- 
writer/director Vondie Curtis Hall (better known as 
Dr. Dennis Hancock on Chicago Hope) regards the 
British-made Trainspotting through 
a long distance lens — more 


Clockwork Orange to Gridlock’d’s 
Midnight Cowboy. 

The Gridlock’d plot spotlights best 
buddies Spoon (Tupac Shakur) and 


Stretch (Tim Roth). Spoon is the 
level-headed junkie (a contradic- 
tion?); Stretch is a gonzo junkie 
(redundant). They perform in a part 
performance-art, part spoken-word 
band with stunning singer Cookie 
(Thandie Newton). Cookie overdos- 
es on New Year's Eve, the boys admit her to the hos- 
pital and decide to get into rehab — if they can get 
past the administrative hurdles. 

Gridlock’d relates and reflects Hall’s youth in 
Detroit. He wrote the screenplay four years ago while 
still in film school. 

“The monologue Tupac does about the first time he 
did heroin is literally the way I started doing smack. 
One day my friend and I decided we wanted to 
change our lives, so we went to get into rehab and I 
didn’t want to give my parents’ address and my friend

didn’t want his parents to know either. So we were 
like two homeless kids trying to engage the system 
and that became the genesis. 

“My friend ultimately ended up dying from an over- 
dose.” 

Gridlock’d is also a male buddy film with a twist — 
the sensible black guy who attempts to shepherd the 
lunatic white guy through the system. This is not an 
original concept (see Danny Glover and Mel Gibson in 
Lethal Weapon) but by casting these main actors 
against type, it creates an entertaining tension. While 
Tim Roth mugs his way through the story, sometimes 
to the point of annoyance (because you know he’s 
capable of better), Tupac Shakur is eminently watch- 
able. He works the great-guy-if-you-can-just-forget- 
he’s-a-junkie image flawlessly. More’s the pity that 
Tupac’s death makes his dubious Death Row Records 
connection that much harder to 
shake. 

Without wishing to create a mar- 
keting angle — or more to the 
point, a cult mystique — out of the 
misfortune of one of the lead 


,, actors, it is still worthy that 
Gridlock’d Gridlock’d could well have been the 
(Polygram) turning point-for Tupac’s film 


career. Tim Roth said, “I think this 
would have been a good launch pad 
for him. I like to think it would have 
been.” 

Hall also worked through his own trepidation about 
the rapper’s reputation. “I was corfcerned initially, but 
Tupac convinced me he was going to be great. He 
said, I can bring a solidness and a worldliness to the 
character that will still allow Tim to be the crazy one. 
I can still be the rock. Don’t look at Juice, don’t look 
at Poetic Justice; those movies were just stereo- 
typical movies that I just walked through. This movie 
is important to me because this movie is just like me.” 

Gridlock’d went straight to video stores in

De: topic in cyber space this 
week. 

Internet surfers downloaded 
millions of images from the Mars 
Sojourner, the Soviet space station 
Mir lost power and tumbled 
though space uncontrollably and 
NASA threatened legal action 
against Internet sites using the 
space agency’s acronym. 

The most intriguing of these 
events for Earth-bound surfers is 
the mighty legal wing of NASA 
flexing its muscles and threatening 
to go postal on webmasters using 
‘nasa’ in their domain names. 

Trouble flared up when Internet 
users pointed their browsers to a 
site called ‘nasa.com’ to find some- 
thing other than the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. The site 
featured, instead of infor- 
mation on the troubled 
Mir station or the incredi- 
bly successful Mars trip, a 
photo of heavyweight 
boxer Mike Tyson clinch- 
ing with Evander 
Holyfield. 

A caption on 


the page 
reads: “Hey 
Mikey! Eat 
first, then 
fight!” 
Noort 
that 
NASA 
has 
any- 
thing against 


boxing, per se. The problem was a 
banner running across the top of 
the website’s home page. It fea- 
tured scantily-clad women. 

Apparently NASA doesn’t want 
kids who are trying to log on to the 
space program's cyberspace home 
to accidentally bump into a bevy 
of bimbos. 

When the government agency 
discovered the site, it launched a 
squadron of lawyers at ‘nasa.com’ 
webmaster Randy Epstein and 
slapped a cease and desist order 
on him. 

Epstein also has sites called 
‘nasa.net’ and ‘nasa.org’. The 
NASA legal eagles claim Epstein is 
contravening a section of the 
Space Act of 1958 aimed at pre- 
venting persons from using the 
acronym NASA in a way that might 
Jead others to believe their version 

of NASA means the federal space

The Chinese musical scale, consisting of seven tones, is 
not radically different from the diatonic scale. The texts 
and musical styles of Chinese opera usually reflect the 
artistic: preferences of the socio-economic classes of its 
patrons. Hence, different styles are named from the region 
where the theatrical tradition developed. 

Chinese operas are broadly classified as tragedies or 
comedies and civil or military. The players dress in elabo- 
rate, hand-embroidered costumes and apply different 
types of makeup, according to the roles they play, to help 
portray different characters. 

The music itself is usually sung in a delicate falsetto (or 
head-tone) and accompanied by instruments from three 
major groups. 

The voice quality and range depend upon the character 
portrayed. Heroines might use a high, thin tone developed 
from the tradition of female impersonators who dominat- 
ed feminine roles until the late 1940s. In contrast, military 
heroes might.emphasize a powerful vocal quality that 
could damage the vocal chords of an untrained western

The percussion section is comprised of gongs, cymbals 
and drums and the chief percussionist usually serves as 
director of the ensemble. 

The string section consists of various instruments 
including lutes, zithers and bowed lutes or fiddles. Wind

Chinese opera includes different types of instrumental 
music for overtures, dances, pantomimes, and interludes 
(often percussion interjections) between scenes, along 
with accompaniment of voices during recitatives and 

There are two approaches characteristic of the arias. In 
the first, called lian ch'ii, the director chooses from a 
body of standard pieces, specific works appropriate to the 
moods of the given drama. In this context, the text 
employs a very strict poetical formal structure. 

The second approach, called pan ch’iang, makes use of 
stereotyped melodies rather than complete pieces. In this 





context, the music is subject to extensive variation and 
ean often be improvised, depending on the dramatic situa- 
tion. This can bring about some interesting interplay 
between the singer and instrumentalists.
